Troops for Operations 


Against Dardanelles 


(Associated Press Correspondence) 
Dardanelles, Via ^Constantinople, 


'April 15.—History has 
duplicated 


itse'lf on the plains of Troy, for by a 
ruse as ingenious as the wooden 
horse, which gave the crafty Greeks 
entrance into the city of Troy, the 
British succeeded in getting 
their 


first landing party ashore for 
the 


land operations against the Dardan- 
elles. 
On the day preceding the landing 


the Turkish patrols noticed a huge 
collier, her decks piled 
high with 


coal, drifting in apparent 
helpless- 


ness towards the shoals lining the 
shores near the plains of Troy. Final- 
ly the big boat struck bottom and in 
the twilight which was falling, the 
crew was seen to take their boats 
and row hastily towards 
the 
sea 


where other ships 
were evidently 


cruising. 
Feeling certain that the 


stranded vessel was safe 
for 
the 


night, no attempt was made by the 


Turks to board her, but when the pa- 
trols approached again in the morn- 
ing they were met by a sharp fire 
from 2 500 British troops, stronglj 
entrenched and supported by a bat- 
tery of field artillery. 
These troops 


had landed during the night 
from 


the apparent derelict, where they had 
been concealed below deck. 


Then the mist off shore rose and 


disclosed a long line of transports 
from which troops were pouring into 
small boats which under cover of 
the landing forces reached the beach 
with comparatively few casualties. 


The Turks summoned reinforce- 


ments with feverish haste and for a 
time the small landing detachment 
was m deadly peril of extinction, but 
their position was too strong to be 
taken by assault and when the Turk- 
ish batteries got into action enough 
troops had been safely landed 
to 


consolidate thp position won by the 
strategic russ of the collier's human 
freight.

We were 
lurky erough to get just what we 
wanted on the Blackfoot 
river,

have caught many of them weighing 
10 pounds. The river 
is

with all specie of ducks that raise 
their young here. There 
are also 


geese, cerlew. Wilson and jacksnipe 
and the sagebrush hills 
are 
alive 


with sage hen, and the timber with 
grouse. 
In five hours we can 
ff.t 


into the best elk and deer country 
in the west. 


We are about two days travel by 


wagon from the Yellowstone Park. 
We intend to raise barley and hogs 
principally and will get in 120 acres 
of barley this spring, besides oats, 
field peas and sugar beets and po- 
tatoes. 
We can raise anything here 


but corn, for the seasons 
are too 


short for it although roasting 
ears 


can be raised 


The elevation here is 6130 
feet 


above the sea. 
The average yield of 


barley is about 65 bushels 
to 
the 


acre, while oats have gone as high 
as 105 bushels. 
One of our neigh- 


bors got that amount last year off 
of 10 acres. This was what is called 
here the big four oats. 


The soil is of black sandy loam, 


with" an average depth of 6 feet of 
gravel and lava 
rock 
underneath. 


There is also an abundance of phos- 
phate which keeps the soil well fer- 
tilized and warm. We had one cold 
night last winter.
